Its 
purpose is to “increase and guar- 
antee union membership” and to 
“force such worker to pay a toll 
for the ‘right to work.’” 


Precious Right 


The Supreme Court in holding 
against a California law just after 
World War II said: 

“It requires no argument to 
show that the right to work for a 
living in the common occupations 
of the community is of the very 
essence of the personal freedom 
and opportunity that it was the 
purpose of the (Fourteenth) 
Amendment to secure.” 

Justice Douglas as late as 1954 
said, “The right to work, I had 


assumed, was the most precious 


liberty that man possesses.”

Mrs. Maughmer said Economics 
and You “is so objective that the 
American system of free econ- 
omy is lost in the shuffle . You 
get the feeling, more or less, that 
the author is trying to stay com- 
pletely away from any particular 
system of economic education 
and, in that way, has lost what 
we consider would be fine ideas 
of the basic American concept of 
economy.” 

Furthermore, she said, control 
by government was suggested by 
questions for study and discus- 
sion.” Some authorities in the 
references of several of the rec- 
cmmended books, she said, “are 
reported as being members or 
having been affiliated with many 
Communist front organiza 
tions...” (she named Thurman 
Arnold, Edna Ferber, Allan Nev- 
ins, G. D. H. Cole, and others). 

Dr. Moreland replied that “the 
large free enterprise system’s 
publishing companies put out 
these books” and the state had 


screened them. Kemmerer cited 


remarks in the Holt book that 
democracy guarantees civil rights 
ind capitalism insures economic 
rights. But Delmar and Mrs 
Maughmer sided with Petersen 
for the Fairchild book; Wells said 
Fairchild’s was a “superb text.” 
And so, Economics and You was 
rejected
